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This 25th day of February 1953 finds 
us together in one place and, I trust, 
with one accord. Our time here is short 
and the business that awaits our atten- 
tion is important. May the blessed Spirit 
Himself give to each of us that sobering 
sense of responsibility that will keep us 
in our places alert and prayerful through 
every service and every day of this 35th 
annual District Council. 

It is indeed a privilege to gather here 
from every part of this great District 
where we can rub shoulders and ex- 
change ideas with those we seldom meet 
and where the ties that bind us in holy 
kinship may be strengthened. 

Our individual and collective respon- 
sibility for making this District Council 
pleasant and profitable should be clear 
to all. It should also be perfectly obvi- 
ous that we cannot affect the desired 
ends by ourselves. If we are deeply con- 
scious of our need of the Lord and will 
open wide the door, He will most cer- 
tainly fill this Gospel Temple with 
His glory. The constraining, restraining 
power of His sanctifying presence will 
enable us to manifest at all times a cour- 
teous and wholesome respect for opin- 
ions and personalities that differ and 
conduct all our business on a high plain 
of Christian ethics and in an atmosphere 
of brotherly kindness. 

Time out now for a few personal re- 
marks concerning the debt of love I owe 
to the esteemed ministers and churches 
that comprise this District fellowship. 
You have trusted me for years with the 
highest and most responsible office that 
was in your power to bestow. You have 
stood with me from the first day until 
now. Words seem so inadequate to ex- 
press my appreciation for your confi- 
dence and love. Sister Gaston joins with 
me in saying a heartfelt God bless you. 

As I look back over eight years of our 
co-operative endeavors, I am happy and 
thankful for evident progress in many 
directions. For this growth and enlarge- 
ment I neither desire nor deserve credit. 
It is the common brotherhood working 
together as a team that richly deserves 
honorable mention from this public for- 
um. To the great Giver of all good we 
should and will ascribe all praise and 
glory both now and forever. 

Since written reports will be placed 
in your hands, covering in more detail 
the varied services that are being spon- 
sored by the District, this report will 
consist of a very general survey, to- 
gether with such remarks and broken 
bits of preachment as may be deemed 
appropriate. 

You will welcome a brief word pic- 
ture of our general financial situation. I 
am happy to report that we are doing 
well with the rather heavy load that we, 
of our own free will, elected to carry. 
We lopped off more than $22,000 from 
our indebtedness in 1952 in addition to 
meeting on time all bills for overhead, 
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taxes, insurance, etc. Our total liabilities 
stand now at $94,650. Should we not 
pause here to express thanks to all who 
have shared in any way in this work of 
faith and humbly acknowledge the 
source of all sacrificial giving. 


Before the annual camp meeting con- 
venes on July 2, we must stucco the pub- 
lic assembly building. This was an ‘un- 


~ expected “must” that came by way of 


the State fire marshal. This, however, is 
not enough to stagger us unless our line 
thins out when the time comes to put 
shoulders to the wheel. Beloved friends, 
we are getting over with a task of some 
magnitude. In years to come, should 
Jesus tarry, people throughout this Dis- 
trict and far beyond are going to com- 
mend and greatly appreciate the work 
that was planted in Bethany Park. My 
greatest reason for encouraging full and 
District-wide financial participation has 
been and still is to connect everybody 
with the blessing that is flowing from 
this center. This river is destined to get 
deeper and broader with the years. 


It was in the spring of last year that 
those responsible for District business 
between Council sessions made _ the 
unanimous decision to take a new step 
of faith and invite Dr. Theodore A. Kes- 
sel to become the president of Glad Tid- 
ings Bible Institute. I will pause here to 
acquaint the conference a little better 
with the subject of these remarks. Broth- 
er Kessel has been an ordained minister 
in the Assemblies of God since 1929. He 
was the secretary-treasurer of the Illin- 
ois District for four years. And for the 
last four years he was dean of educa- 
tion at Southern California Bible Col- 
lege. A man of experience and culture, 
Brother Kessel remains an unspoiled 
member of the common brotherhood. 

Suffice to say here that it pleased the 
Lord to permit Dr. Kessel to accept our 
invitation. Since last September 1 he has 
been at the helm of our Bible training 
institute, and in that capacity has en- 
deared himself to our highly esteemed 
dean, Dr. Willard Peirce, the entire 
teaching staff, and student body. Now it 
gives me great pleasure to commend my 
amiable friend to the love and esteem 
of the entire fellowship. 


Before this Council session is conclud- 
ed you may hear of some plan to change 
the management of the school in some 
respects. I think it proper for me to as- 
sure our brethren here that even mod- 
erate changes will be made only after 
mature thought and harmonious. agree- 
ment. There must be no confusion about 
the continuing responsibility and con- 
trol by the fellowship at large. Glad Tid- 
ings Bible Institute is, and shall continue 


io be, ours to nurture and watch over 
as the responsible parent body. 

If our school is to continue to feed 
the flame of Pentecostal evangelism in 
the great world field, it must never be 
allowed to degenerate into just another 
place of learning. High cultural levels 
can never compensate for low spiritual 
fires. That we hold firmly to the spiritual 
ideal for our long-cherished Institute 
goes without saying, but living as we 
do in a materialistic age, we will do well 
to drive our stakes down deep at this 
point. Bible schools should not be ex- 
pected to stoke the fires of the entire 
movement as the cheap chatter of some 
would imply. The lights will never go 
out in our institutions while the Pente- 
costal glow is upon the homes and 
churches of the land. 

I leave this subject with a word that 
is slanted to our shared responsibility in 
this field. If the good men and women 
who teach here will never be satisfied 
unless and until the Spirit of the Lord is 
resting upon the teaching ministry, and 
if the saints in the homes and churches 
of our fellowship will themselves be 
keepers of the flame and never relin- 
quish nor diminish their prayerful co- 
operation, Glad Tidings Bible Institute 
will grow larger and better with every 
passing year. 

Now as I attempt a brief general dis- 
cussion of the churches, I am gripped 
with a passion to speak to a much larger 
audience on the value of the churches 
of Christ to the nation. Sanctifying truth 
and redeeming love made real to all true 
believers in Christ are the strongest bul- 
warks against the dangers that threaten 
our cherished freedoms. The Christian 
way of life is the only program in the 
world that lays hold upon a certain and 
glorious future while it insulates its pil- 
grims against the insidious delusions of 
a hazardous present. Oh the depths of 
infinite grace that provides us a shelter 
from the storm while we throw out the 
lifeline to danger-frought men. 

We have just reason to encourage 
ourselves that we now have some 280 
full gospel assemblies within our bor- 
ders. These soul-saving centers are the 
pride and joy of our hearts. They did not 
grow up in a night like Jonah’s gourd. 
On the contrary they are the product of 
years of thoughtful, prayerful, conse- 
crated, organized effort. Some of the 
workers now rest from their labors, but 
their works live on. It might be a 
healthy sitting-up exercise for most of us 
if we would take time out occasionally 
to remember that we are building on 
foundations laid by others and that the 
comparative ease and affluence of the 
present stem from the _ tear-watered 
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seed-beds that we inherited from a rug- 
ged and not too remote past. 


As J have been privileged to go in and 
out among the churches the past year, I 
have been encouraged by the aggres- 
Sive, progressive spirit of our good peo- 
ple. The average church, under capable 
consecrated leadership and dwelling to- 
gether in unity, is moving forward to 
ever-increasing fruitfulness. The work 
of the Superintendent is not always in 
these happy circumstances. A few ex- 
periences are sprinkled in every year 
where carnal maneuvers have caused 
frustration and temporary _ backsets. 
However, the present over-all picture of 
the churches was never better, and pros- 
pects for the future were never so bright. 

There are many reasons for believing 
that our best days are in the future. Our 
facilities for spreading the gospel are 
vastly improved; our ministers are bet- 
ter informed; the opposition in the world 
field has softened; and there is generally 
more understanding and good will. This 
should mean the enlargement of our 
borders and a harvest of souls. Shall we 
not here highly resolve to take advan- 
tage of this favorable climate to sow and 
reap with all our might till the days of 
reaping shall be over—that we will go 
farther and faster with a gospel that is 
both full and balanced and a testimony 
that is at once Scriptural and on fire. 

This optimistic view of the future is 
conditional, of course. In fact the vision 
of fruitful gardens by crystal waters 
could turn out to be a disappointing 
mirage. Lessened pressure from without 
could carry in its bosom the seeds of 
tragic decline; with opposition relaxed 
we could find ourselves with flabby 
spiritual muscles and a bulging ego. It 
is, therefore, my considered opinion that 
right now, in the midst of growth and 
prosperity, we should definitely re-sell 
ourselves the principles and motivations 
that made this work forge ahead when 
the world and organized religion had 
barricaded the roadways. Personalities 
may change, but not principles. 

I see no reason for the rather general 
conviction that revival movements 
should be expected to reach their crest 
in a few years and then gradually re- 
cede. On the other hand, I see no hope 
of continuing a revival by organization 
and ballyhoo when the spirit of broken- 
ness and contrition no longer prevails. 

Our home missionaries are bravely 
holding the line under conditions that 
would dampen the zeal of fair-weather 
Christians. A few of our mission stations 
are not too promising, but even so, there 
has been sufficient encouragement to 
cause the home missions committee to 
feel that the lights should be kept burn- 
ing in these dark corners. The financial 
response to home missions has not been 
sufficient to enable us to give more than 
token cash assistance to small groups 
that were struggling with building prob- 
ee Jones Ot ee 
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lems. Offerings from all sources for this 
purpose totaled $16,881.48 as against 
$14,605.88 for 1951, a gain of $2,275.60. 
We have distributed to small churches 
$13,972 during the year. Though the 
figure is small, I am sure that grateful 
saints in many places would lift their 
voices to call you blessed. 


A church extension plan that is prov- 
ing its worth in many sections of the 
country has been called the mother- 
church program. It is not a new idea, 
but the general emphasis is new and 
long overdue. The plan would encour- 
age every church that is able to under- 
take the establishment of a new center 
in a section of the city where there is 
need and opportunity or in suburban 
areas, and stand by with worker rein- 
forcements and financial aid until the 
infant church is able to go under its 
own steam. This would challenge the 
generosity and zeal of pastors and 
churches alike. After all, we are here to 
spread the gospel, and the hour is late. 
All of our Pentecostal people are evan- 
gelical in heart and soul, and perhaps 
some such additional interest and chal- 
lenge would prove both healthful and 
fruitful. Should we not counsel together 
regarding ways and means of affecting 
more general participation in the worthy 
task of sharing our Pentecostal heritage 
with the people of the entire District. 

You will be interested to know that 
churches and individuals from this Dis- 
trict gave the sum of $151,733.83 for 
world missions in 1952. This was a gain 
of $29,396.16 over the previous year. 
Whether or not our grade should be con- 
sidered poor, medium, or excellent 
would depend upon factors known only 
to God. It is not the size of the offering, 
but what is left over that will determine 
the measure of respect in which it is 
held in heaven. Devoted sacrificial giv- 
ing is a grace to be coveted. In the light 
of the imperative command of our Lord 
to evangelize the world, it should be ap- 
parent to all of us that ease or prosperity 
for its own sake would be a luxury that 
none of us could afford. 


The good work of our Women’s Mis- 
sionary Council, under the leadership 
of Sister Thurmond, has been of untold 
blessing to many. The nimble fingers of 
godly women from the days of Dorcas 
of world fame until now has made and 
is making a great contribution to the 
Christian cause. May they never grow 
weary in well doing. 

Our Men’s Fellowship is getting a 
good start in some places. We were a 
little slow in recognizing the potential 
for good here. But give us a little time 
and a lot of good eats and we may sur- 
prise a lot of people including ourselves. 
Organized effort to promote better fel- 
lowship among the men of any com- 
munity should yield gratifying results 
in understanding and good will when 


launched with seriousness and prayer. 


I will conclude my remarks with a 
few thoughts directed to my fellows in 
the ministry. Your station in life is 
unique and extraordinary. The churches 
themselves will reflect your leadership. 
They will either be increasingly fruit- 
ful or they will decline in their intrinsic 
value to God and to the world because 
of you. Truly we could exclaim with the 
great: Apostle to the Gentiles, “Who is 
sufficient for these things?” 

Sober reflection would lead us to more 
prayerful dependence as tendencies to 
superficiality, world conformity, or any 
lack of consistency is observed in the 
flock over which the Holy Ghost has 
made us overseers. A certain very pop- 
ular health and nutrition expert has 
coined a phrase, “You are what you eat.” 

Paul was greatly concerned about the 
ministers who would come after him. I 
refer to this to emphasize our long-range 
responsibility. If the preachers of to- 
morrow, motivated by worldly consid- 
erations, lead the people away from 
Scriptural simplicity and reality, it will 
be because ministers of today set the 
stage and leave the door open. 

I have been delighted with the gen- 
eral unity and peace of our District over 
the years, and for this I am ready to give 
due credit to the ministry. You have 
very consistently endeavored to keep 
the unity of the Spirit in the bonds of 
peace. While I commend you heartily, 
I would urge you earnestly to eternal 
vigilance at this strategic point. For 
ministers of the gospel of peace to add 
to the bewilderment of this confused 
age by words or attitudes that breed dis- 
cord and division is unthinkable and in- 
excusable. It takes character and grace 
to pull together. It requires neither to 
fall apart. 

Sometimes situations develop that 
seem to call for machinery that is lack- 
ing in our form of church government. 
More and more people are calling for 
some apparatus of compulsion that 
would enable good people to force the 
naughty ones to do right. But in the 
realm of grace, laws with teeth would 
prove a poor substitute for love that 
constrains. In my humble opinion we 
could never reach the desired efficiency 
in church government through legisla- 
tive fiat. But we can reach it through 
prayer, self-discipline, and the exercise 
of that wisdom that cometh down from 
above. 

Perhaps it will not be amiss to affirm 
here once more that the General Coun- 
cil was not organized around the prin- 
ciple of coercion. Ours was to be a vol- 
untary co-operative fellowship, and we 
will do well to hold to the pattern. 

“The Lord bless thee, and keep thee; 
The Lord make His face to shine upon 
thee, and be gracious unto thee; The 
Lord lift up His countenance upon thee, 
and give thee peace,” 
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Since the publication of the Revised 
Standard Version of the Scriptures, so 
much has been written concerning it, 
that it may seem to some superfluous 
to add anything. But I have thought 
that possibly some of my friends might 
like to know what my opinion of the 
work is; anyhow there are a few things 
concerning it I should like to say. 


The various comments that have been 
made, or criticisims written, can be di- 
vided, it seems to me, into three classes: 


1. Those who commend the transla- 
tion very highly, praising it as the very 
best scholars have given us thus far, 
and recommending that it displace our 
King James Version in our public serv- 
ices and in our private and family de- 
votions. 


2. Those who condemn it as a work 
of the devil, regarding it as most dan- 
gerous, a devise of Satan to undermine 
our faith and bolster modernism, thus 
hindering the progress of evangelical 
Christianity and advancing the interests 
of the kingdom of darkness. 


3. Those who believe it is an honest 
effort to improve the version we have 
been accustomed to, and that it is worthy 
of careful study, and that out of it may 
come much good, but that there is lit- 
tle liklihood that it will ever displace 
the King James Version which appears 
to have a secure place in the hearts of 
God’s people, from which it is not likely 
to be dislodged by any other version 
that scholars have produced or may pro- 
duce. 


The King James Version is often spo- 
ken of as the Authorized Version, and 
that it was authorized there can be no 
doubt, authorized by none other than 
King James of England, who, by the 
way, was far from being a pious ruler. 
Let those who doubt this statement read 
carefully what the unprejudiced _his- 
torians have told us concerning him. 
The new Revised Standard Version is 
also an authorized version, being au- 
thorized by the National Council of 
Christ in the United States of America. 
Concerning this Council of Churches it 
has been said that it is distinctively mod- 
ernistic, but it would be better to say 
that it is dominated by modernism, for 
it is a well konwn fact that there are in 
it many truly evangelical ministers and 
missionaries. They have frequently pro- 
tested against its modernistic tenden- 
cies, but they have not as yet been will- 
ing to break away from it. They hope 
that it may yet reform. Concerning the 
modernists by whom the Council ap- 
pears to be dominated, it is only fair to 
say that the most of them are sincere; 
they believe that they are right in the

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conclusions to which they have come, 
and they desire to further the interests 
of the kingdom of Christ, and believe 
they are on the right track. Some of 
them have made some very worth-while 
contributions to the progress of Chris- 
tianity, and insofar as they have done 
this, we are under obligations to them. 


It may be said, too, that while the 
modernists have made some very seri- 
ous blunders, and have done some things 
that we have reasons to believe have 
been a hindrance rather than a help to 
the cause of Christ, some of the evange- 
lical preachers and authors have done 
the same thing. Since the publication 
of the Revised Standard Version some of 
the things that its critics have said have 
made me more ashamed. For instance, 
down here in Florida, not very far from 
where I sit to type this article a preach- 
er, after having preached a sermon in 
which he denounced this new transla- 
tion, announced that there would be a 
public burning of a copy of the Revised 
Standard Version in his church the next 
Sunday, and I am told the plan was car- 
ried out. I suppose he knows—or is he 
so ignorant that he does not know itP— 
that many copies of the King James Ver- 
sion, of almost every translation that has 
been made, have been burned by ene- 
mies of the truth, or by ignorant men 
who, like Paul before his conversion, 
thought they were doing God service. 
Nothing is to be gained by any such 
radical or unwarranted conduct; and in 
the opinion of this writer much harm 
by such conduct is likely to accrue to the 
cause of Christ. The modernists are wont 
to say that “the Bible contains the Word 
of God. “We say that the Bible is the 
Word of God. Concerning this new 
iranslation, if some are not willing to 
admit that it is the Word of God, they 
must at lease concede, with the modern- 
ists, that it contains the Word of God, 
and if this is true, when anybody burns 
it, he burns the Word of God. Who 
among us, knowing that some day he is 
going to have to face every act of his 
life before the judgment bar of Christ, 
is willing to thoughtfully assume the re- 
sponsibility of having deliberately 
burned any portion of God’s Word? 
Whenever we are dealing with God’s 
Word we should do it very reverently. 
tor God is in His Word, and when we 
deal with His Word we are dealing 
with Him. 

That the translators of this new ver- 
sion are modernists I am willing to con- 
cede. But were all the translators of the 
King James Version consecrated saints? 
If they were, how could they possiblv 
have written, as they did, such a flat- 


tering address to King James when they 
knew what his real character was? Did 
they not know what Elihu had said? 
They certainly did, for they had trans- 
lated into good, readable English, what 
it would be well for us all to ponder 
frequently, “Let me not, I pray, accept 
any man’s person, neither let me give 
flattering titles unto man. For I know 
not to give flattering titles; in so doing 
my Maker would soon take me away.” 
Job 32:21, 22. 


While the translators of the Revised 
Standard Version are modernists, I have 
reasons to believe they are honest men— 
anyhow let us give them the benefit of 
the doubt—and that they have done their 
best to give us as true a rendering of 
the original text as was in their power. 
I believe they made some mistakes, but 
who among us who are their critics have 
never erred? As a result of suggestions 
made by their critics, these translators 
made some changes after the publica- 
tion of their translation of the New 
Testament, and those changes were, we 
believe, in the interest of greater clarity, 
and at the same time tended to make the 
translation more acceptable to those of 
us who belong to what we call the 
evangelical group; and may we not be- 
lieve, or at least hope, that as a result 
of criticism of their work on the Old 
Testament they will see fit to do the 
same? 


I was quite shocked by some of the 
renderings when I first read them, but 
I have taken the time and made the ef- 
fort to ascertain upon what ground or 
grounds the changes were made, and in 
most instances I have been led to the 
conclusion that the changes were justi- 
fied. It appears that in some instances 
the Greek translation of the original He- 
brew is more lucid than is the Hebrew 
text we now have access to, and the 
translators have therefore in these in- 
stances followed the Greek text. Let us 
not forget that at the time the Hebrew 
was translated into the Greek the trans- 
lators who were all learned men had ac- 
cess to many ancient manuscripts that 
no translators have access to today. So 
we should regard the Greek text as very 
helpful in enabling us to get a correct 
understanding as to just what the orig- 
inal Hebrew text was. 


One of the passages that disturbed me 
a bit when I first read it was 1 Samuel 
14:41, “Therefore Saul said, O Lord God 
of Israel, why hast Thou not answered 
Thy servant this day? If this guilt is in 
me or in Jonathan my son, give Urim; 
but if this guilt is in Thy people Israel, 
give Thummim. And Jonathan and Saul 
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were taken, but the people escaped.” 
When I read it I said, “Here is an addi- 
tion the translators have made. There is 
nothing in the text to justify it.” But 
upon investigation I discovered that 
there were ancient manuscripts that 
justified the change, and I was glad it 
had been made. Looking into the mat- 
ter convinced me that, in all probability, 
it was a part of the original text that had 
been dropped out by some scribe cen- 


turies before the art of printing was in- 
vented. 


Perhaps the most criticised passage is 
Isaiah 7:14, where the translators have 
used the words “young woman” instead 
of the word “virgin.” I am sorry they did 
it, but they were following the Hebrew 
text, and the word they rendered “young 
woman means exactly that. It seemed 
to me that, since the Holy Spirit has 
definitely told us in the New Testament 
that the “young woman” was a virgin, 
it would have been well had they fol- 
lowed the precedent of the translators 
of the King James Version and rendered 
the word “virgin.” It most certainly 
would have been proper for them to do 
so, and it would have made the Revised 
Standard Version much more acceptable 
to a large number of people. However, 
the doctrine of the Virgin Birth does not 
rest exclusively upon this passage and 
the new translation is just as clear on the 
subject in the New Testament as is the 
King James Version. So the critics who 
say this change was made in order to 
eliminate the evidence that Christ was 
born of a virgin have very evidently 
spoken out of the abundance of their 
ignorance. 

When I read Hebrews 1:1, 2, where 
we are told, “In many and various ways 
God spoke of old to our fathers by the 
prophets; but in these last days he has 
spoken to us by a Son,” I was somewhat 
startled, and asked myself the question, 
“Is this an effort to undermine the doc- 
trine of the deity of Christ?” I hastily 
consulted my Greek Testament and 
made the discovery that in the Greek 
text there no possessive pronoun, but 
neither is there an article, definite or in- 
definite. The translators of the King 
James Version felt justified in inserting 
the possessive pronoun His, and it is my 
opinion that the translators of the Re- 
vised Standard Version should have fol- 
lowed their example, for certainly there 
was more reason for using that pronoun 
than for using the indefinite article, as 
the rest of the chapter shows us very 
clearly that the Son spoken of was “His 
Son,” not just “a Son.” It is the hope of 
this writer that in subsequent editions 
of the Revised Standard Version this 
correction will be made. Certainly the 
change would please a lot of people, 
and the translation would remain as ac- 
curate as it now is.

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Sanctification 


By W. C. Peirce 


When this question is asked, imme- 
diately there arises in the mind of the 
hearer some picture. Is it that of some- 
one whom you have known who has 
professed sanctification and yet has lived 
a life most inconsistent with the con- 
ception you have had of what a “sancti- 
fied person” should be? In order to get 
a proper Scriptural understanding of the 
great subject, we must lay aside from 
our minds, all preconceived notions of 
what the word means, and open our 
hearts to hear “what saith the Scripture” 
and then from that form a concept of 
the subject. 

There in one word in the original 
Greek language which, with its vari- 
ous derivatives, is translated sanctifica- 
tion, holiness, sanctify, or holy. It is used 
both in reference to things and persons. 
When applied to things, it has reference 
to the use to which such things are put. 
and does not imply anv inherent moral 
quality in the thing called holy; for in- 
stance, Jerusalem is called the Holy 
City. Far from being holy in nature, it 
was the stronghold of hypocrisy and sin, 
and yet was called holy because God 
had chosen to put His name there, and 
it will eventually be the joy of the whole 
earth. The temple, the altar, a field, or 
a mount are called holy because of the 
fact that the temple is the place of the 
worship of Jehovah, the altar the place 


of the sacrifice, a field might be dedicat- 


of the Scriptures in my library, and I am 
always glad to accept any contribution 
that any scholar or group of scholars 
can make to better understanding of the 
Word of God. While the work that this 
group of scholars has done is not per- 
fect, it is my opinion that they have 
rendered a service to us. There is not a 
single fundamental doctrine of our faith 
that is not as clearly set forth in this 
version as in any previous version, and 
those who come to it with the hope of 
finding in it something that will uphold 
any theological errors they may have 
imbibed. will be sadly disappointed. 
The Revised Standard Version will 
take its place on our library shelves 
alongside of many other versions that 
have appeared from time to time, and 
will be frequently consulted and quot- 
ed; and if the translators will make a few 
changes which, in my oninion, should 
be made, and can be made without do- 
ing any violence in the original text, this 
version will increasingly become more 
acceptable to our people as a whole; and 
while it may never supplant the King 
James Version, will probably be more 
acceptable with that single exception, 
than any other version that has been 
given to the English-speaking public. 


ed especially to the service of the Le- 
vites or priests, and the “holy mount’— 
Sinai—was the place where God gave 
the law to Moses. The Law, and the 
Commandment are called holy because 
given by God to regulate the conduct 
and worship of the “holy” people. 


When applied to people, the word 
holy, sanctify or sanctified has reference 
to the moral or spiritual condition of 
such person or persons, and this is the 
special subject under consideration. 


It might be well to contrast two great 
words which we find in the Scripture, 
sanctification and justification, as they 
are often misunderstood, and confused 
ideas regarding them will hinder us. 
Both have to do with the righteousness 
of believers. Justification has to do with 
our standing before God in Christ Jesus, 
as God sees us and declares us to be 
righteous, because of the sacrifice of 
Calvary, and the propitiation for our sins 
having been provided by the one sacri- 
fice. Sanctification, on the other hand, 
has to do with the character and con- 
duct of the believer, sometimes called 
his state, and concerns the process of 
his being brought up to the standard 
of righteousness which his justification 
declares him to possess. 

Justification is what God does for us, 
while sanctification is what God does 
in us. 

Through justification we are put into 
right relationship with God, and as a 
result of that relationship we live a life 
separated unto God—a state of sancti- 
fication. 

Justification is always an instantane- 
ous act, for “by Him all that believe are 
justified from all things, from which ye 
could not be justified by the law of 
Moses” (Acts 13:39). And as soon as 
we believe, instantly we are completely 
justified once and for all from all things 
that stood against us as sinners, we are 
immediately declared to be absolved 
from all guilt and declared to be wholly 
righteous. Amazing truth, yet absolutely 
a fact, true of every born-again child of 
God the moment he believes. But this 
is not all! This is just the beginning, for 
by the same act of faith that a sinner, 
confessing his sin and asking for pardon, 
receives forgiveness, cleansing and a new 
nature, he is also sanctified, but this 
sanctification is a crisis with a view to 
progress and growth until in full Chris- 
tian maturity, it comes to a completion. 

Negatively, sanctification means sepa- 
ration from evil; and positively, separa- 
tion and dedication unto God. 

Turning to 1 Thessalonians 4:1-12, we 
read the following, “Furthermore, we 
beseech you, brethren, and exort you by 
the Lord Jesus, that as ye have received

of us how ye ought to walk and to please 
God, so ye would abound more and 
more.” “How ye ought to walk” and “to 
please God,”—what could be more im- 
portant for us to know?—and this is the 
sanctified life! 

Note now in verse 8, “This is the will 
of God, even your sanctification, (a) 
that ye should abstain from fornication;” 
(b) avoiding “the lust of concupis- 
cence;” (c) “that no man go beyond and 
defraud his brother;” (ad) “study to be 
: quiere (e) “do your own business”— 

ont meddle in the affairs of others;” 
(f) “work with your own hands’—not 
lazy, shiftless and depending on others 
for a living when able to work for your- 
self, (g) “walk honestly toward them 
that are without,’ watching your con- 
duct so that folks outside who know 
what kind of profession you make, may 
not be able to point the finger of scorn 
at your religion, and use you as an ex- 
cuse for not accepting Christ, or Chris- 
tians becoming discouraged in their fol- 
lowing after God because of your bad 
example. 

How practical are these things from 
which we are called upon to separate 
ourselves, fornication, physical or spirit- 
ual, lust, fraud, a disturbed or disturbing 
spirit, meddling, and laziness. Many 
other Scriptures, such as Romans the 
twelfth chapter and Colossians 3:5-9 
are very clearly spoken concerning our 
sanctification, also, but we have chosen 
this one in 1 Thessalonians 4: because 
here Paul clearly states these things as 
being specific instances of how God’s 
will—our sanctification—is to be wrought 
out. 

Negatively then, a cleansing of the 
temple—our bodies—from all things, just 
as Hezekiah cleansed the temple in Je- 
rusalem from its filth, as we read in 
2 Chronicles 29:5, 15-18, is the first 
phase of our sanctification, and seems 
to occupy much of our attention for a 
good deal of our lifetime, more than it 
should, sad to say. 

The positive side, that of separation 
or dedication unto God, follows closely. 
When God delivered Israel from Egypt, 
He says (Num. 8:17) “All the firstborn 
of the children of Israel are mine. . . 
on the day that I smote every firstborn 
in the land of Egypt I sanctified them 
for myself.” We know from what follows 
that all Israel were not perfect, or holy, 
for God calls them a stubborn, rebel- 
lious and _ stiff-necked generation, and 
yet He says they were ‘sanctified, that 
is, set apart for Himself, separated from 
Egypt unto God dedicated to the pur- 
pose and call to which God had called 
them. 

Even Jesus, who was “holy, harmless,

“And when the Lord saw that he 
turned aside to see, God called unto him 
out of the midst of the bush.”—Ex. 3:4 


Doubtless the morning of this historic 
day dawned as many before it. No in- 
dication was given that Moses’ time of 
loneliness was about to end. The hu- 
man peers into the future as unsuccess- 
fully as a child tries to see over the hori- 
zon. Yet those rare days of Divine reve- 
lation, when they come, come when 
least expected. : 

Four things are evident with regard 
to Moses’ call and are not infrequently 
associated, in part or whole, with the 
Master’s summons to all leaders of His 
choice. 


1.—It was received after a long sea- 
son of preparation. 

Moses was a different man from the 
hasty would-be deliverer of forty years 
ago. During the years spent in the back- 
side of the desert God had been soften- 
ing and shaping the hard clay of his 
character. Humble home-life, the whole- 
some friction of family affairs, change 
from city to country life and long peri- 
ods of meditation had so altered him 
that instead of now being impatient to 


and separate from sinners” is heard to 
say, “Say ye of Him Whom the Father 
hath sanctified, and sent into the world, 
thou blasphemeth? (John 10:36). The 
word sanctified here used with reference 
to Jesus surely does not refer to making 
Jesus holy, for He was always from 
eternity “holy, harmless and _ separate 
from sinners” as to His nature and be- 
ing, but here it means that the Father 
hath set Him apart to Himself, dedi- 
cated Him to a particular work, sepa- 
rated Him even from the gloryland and 
the glory He had with the Father to 
come down to accomplish redemptions 
plan—sanctified Him to this work—to 
His Father's will, “Lo, I come to do Thy 
will, O God.” 

Even God Himself is spoken of as 
being sanctified, in Ezekiel 36:23 “And 
I will sanctify my great name, which 
was profaned among the heathen, which 
ye have profaned in the midst of them; 
and the heathen shall know that I am 
the Lord, saith the Lord God, when I 
shall be sanctified in you before their 
eyes.” Thus He spoke to Israel in rebuk- 
ing their faithlessness. 

In the absolute sense, holiness and 
sanctification then refer primarily to the 
very nature of God Himself, His right- 
eousness and His perfection. How this 
term may be applied to mankind, to 
those who, redeemed by the Blood of 
Christ, believe in Jesus and are born 
again and made righteous through faith 
in Christ is the subject for another study. 


free his nation from bondage he was al- 
most loath to become the champion of 
the oppressed. 


2.-The call was heard in a place of 
solitude. 

The soul must have its stretches of 
quietness, reflection and meditation. 
There are no substitutes for these. God’s 
voice to the soul is quiet. To be ready 
to hear that voice the spiritual ear must 
be finely adjusted. As the eye must be- 
come accustomed to change in light in- 
tensity so must the soul learn to appre- 
ciate the presence of God in solitude. 


3.-The Divine summons came _ to 
Moses in the midst of normal duties. 
Sometimes, when we enter a charming 
house set among lawns, flower-beds and 
trees, amid a silence broken only by the 
music of the birds and a nearby mur- 
muring stream, we feel how much 
easier it would be to live near to God 
in such a pleasant retreat. But God has 
placed us in another sphere, colder, 
noisier, apparently less beautiful. It is 
here, however, that He will speak to us. 
Among the machines, in the tension of 
the office or the stress of a busy home 
God is watching us there. He is not in- 
terested in producing hot-house speci- 
mens so much as ordinary flowers that 
will bravely bear their blooms above 
stony soil and in windy wastes. Prove 
your faithfulness to God where you are: 
He may call you and send you hence 
later. 


4.—Moses’ call was quite clearly su- 
pernatural. 

The desert shrub was a common 
enough feature on this uninteresting 
landscape. No one would. look at it 
twice, but when tongues of flame burst 
from it without reducing it to a charred 
stump it could not fail to arrest the at- 
tention of a passing shepherd. In much 
the same way, six score ordinary village 
folk were suddenly transformed into liv- 
ing firebrands by the Pentecostal endue- 
ment of power from on high. 

Turning aside to look more closely, 
Moses discovered that the common bush 
was burning with the emblem of God’s 
presence. It became a tabernacle from 
which God spoke to him, calling him by 
name. God still calls today. He takes up 
an ordinary thing and causes it to be a 


_ supernatural means of communication. 


A few lines in a letter or a book; some- 
thing said by a friend or minister; these 
everyday things are sufficient for God 
to make His voice heard by those who: 
will “turn aside and see.” And blessed 
are those who, in the anxieties of future 
days, are able to say, “But the Lord 
called to me out of the midst of that

Preaching To Individuals 


Daniel Webster once said, “Many 
ministers take their texts from Paul and 
preach from the newspapers. When they 
do, I prefer to enjoy my own thoughts 
rather than to listen. If they would 
preach more to individuals and less to 
the crowds, there would not be so much 
complaint of the decline of true religion. 
I want my pastor to come to me in the 
spirit of the Gospel, saying, “You are 
mortal; your probation is brief; your 
work must be done speedily. You are 
immortal, too; you are hastening to the 
bar of God: the Judge, even now, stand- 
eth at the door!’ When I am thus ad- 
monished I have no disposition either 
to muse or to sleep.” 

Charles the First made the same criti- 
cism on one of his chaplains, whose di- 
rect preaching aroused his conscience 
and rendered indifference impossible. 
The pulpit should handle themes of per- 
sonal, immediate importance, rather 
than remote, vague and far-fetched top- 
ics, such as befit the lecture-room or 
philosophical club. Discussions of pro- 
toplasm, the Lost Tribes, and a score of 
similar themes, have no place in the 
short hour given to the consideration of 
the claims of personal religion.

The Christ-centered Life 


by Cliff Lawrence

As a young boy growing up, I attend- 
ed church regularly under my mother’s 
supervision, and I enjoyed it very much. 
There are many things about Christ that 
I have retained from Sunday school, but, 
like so many children and young people, 
there were many things which I just 
could not understand. For example, 
young people and couples who seem- 
ingly come in and out of fellowship with 
the Lord almost periodically. Now, we 
know this is definitely not God’s will 
for His children, for He declares in 
Jeremiah 3:22—“Return, ye backsliding 
children, and I will heal your black- 
slidings. Behold we come unto thee, for 
thou art the Lord our God.” 

I sometimes liken living the Christian 
life to a wagon wheel. With your mind’s 
eye, view with me the wheel. We find 
that a good solid wheel always has the 
outside rim, the hub, and spokes, put 
together so as to be capable of moving 
huge loads. As Christians, we must have 
well rounded lives. The rim of the wheel 
represents the Christian’s living the life. 
It is the part of the wheel that takes 
all of life’s bumps and trials. At the 
center of the wheel is a hub from which 
we receive power, and that hub is none 
other than the Christ of Nazareth, who 
supplies the driving power for our Chris- 
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tian lives. The hub, then, must be con- 
nected by spokes to the rim, which is 
the Christian life. 

The first and foundational spoke is 
the Word (1 Peter 2:2; 2 Tim. 2:15; 


Acts 20:30). Opposite the Word spoke 
is the prayer spoke. The Word and pray- 
er are two wonderful things in a Chris- 


' tian’s life and are necessary for one to 


grow in Christ, but by themselves alone 
we are not the strong Christians God 
would have us to be. A wheel with two 
spokes could not carry a load. Our next 
spoke represents obedience to the Word 
of God and to the leading of His Spirit. 
Another important part of a Christian’s 
life is witnessing. If he is obedient, he 
is witnessing to others about their souls. 
Witnessing is the last of the four spokes 
we here consider important to a Chris- 


tian if he is to have real victory in his 
life. 


I like 1 oJnh 1:3. It says: “That which 
we have seen and heard, declare we unto 
you, that ye also may have fellowship 
with us.” Acts 1:8 speaks of our being 
witnesses for Him in cities, states, and 
countries. The Apostle Peter instructs us 
to “sanctify the Lord God in your hearts: 
and be ready always to give an answer 
to every man that asketh you a reason 


of the hope that is in you with meekness 
and fear.” I Peter 3:15. 


Once bewildered because some people 
grow lax and indifferent in their Chris- 
tian experience, I believe I now have 
the answer. They are trying to operate 
on too few spokes; they are not using 
all the equipment which God has given 
us. Naturally, if some spokes are missing, 
the wheel is going to be one-sided and 
will finally crack under the strain that 
folks have to bear these days. 


C.A.’s, arent you glad that Christ 
supplies our driving power first of all 
with the Word of God. We recall Jere- 
miah 15:16—“Thy words were found, 
and I did eat them; and thy word was 
unto me the joy and rejoicing of my 
heart.” 

Prayer is a very important means by 
which we are kept in contact with Him, 
telling Him our problems and thanking 
Him for prayers answered. oJhn 16:14— 
“Hitherto have ye asked nothing in my 
name: ask, and ye shall receive, that 
your joy may -be full.” As we exercise 
prayer we recognize our utter depend- 
ence upon Him. 


Our first two spokes have to do with 
the intake, the Word and prayer. The 
other two have to do with the outgo, 
obedience and witnessing. If we are 
obedient in prayer and study of the 
Word, we, as God’s chosen vessels have 
a duty to proclaim His wonderfulness, 
His great fullness, that others might also 
have this same inheritance. Let us help 
others to know Him Whom to know is 
life.

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The Story Hour 


By Gail Straisinger 


Child evangelism is too often looked 
upon as a spasmodic flurry of activity in 
which a church engages for two or three 
weeks each year, and then promptly 
forgets the needs of the boys and girls 
in the church and community until VBS 
or children’s revival season rolls around 
next year. Child evangelism is not a 
single activity. It is not a series of spe- 
cial services of short duration; but rather 
a vital part of the year-round planning 
of a church. 


Child evangelism is the consistent, 
patient effort of a church and its work- 
ers to reach the unsaved boys and girls 
of its community. It is the constant 
training and teaching of the boys and 
girls who are already established in the 
church. It is the buying up of golden 
opportunities to win children to Christ. 
Child evangelism must be an essential 
part of the year-round planning of a 
church, if the great task of reaching lost 
boys and girls is to be accomplished. 

There are many activities that might 
be included under the term “child evan- 
gelism.” Of these activities the story 
hour, or week-day Bible club, fills an 
important place. There are many bene- 
fits derived from the week-day meetings 
held for boys and girls. Often these 
classes have a home in the community 
as their meeting place. Many parents 
who have strong denominational preju- 
dice concerning some churches are quite 
willing to permit their children to go 
into the home of a kindly neighbor. 
Here the gospel messages are presented 
without the interference of denomina- 
tional barriers. 

Story hours provide an opportunity 
for Christian service for many workers 
in the church. There is a great need for 

_ capable teachers and children’s workers 

in this field. If a person does not feel 
qualified to teach boys and girls, she 
may be willing to open her home as a 
meeting place for a worker who can 
teach. Many who cannot teach would 
be happy to have a place of service by 
helping to prepare the visual aid ma- 
terial that is needed for such a class. 
Those with an aptitude for secretarial 
duties could organize a follow-up sys- 
tem for contacting the absentee mem- 
bers of the story hour. 

The Story hour can become a real 
feeder for the church and Sunday school. 
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Many boys and girls who attend such 
gatherings will come from homes that 
have no affiliation with any church. 
Through the encouragement and _inter- 
est shown by the workers many of these 
boys and girls can be lead into a rela- 
tionship with the church and Sunday 


school. Many of these boys and girls 
will receive their first impressions of 
spiritual things through the story hour, 
and a firm belief in the truth of God’s 
Word can be deeply impressed upon 
young minds. The story hour provides 
an opportunity for helping to mold 
strong Christian characters as true Chris- 
tian principles are taught through narra- 
tion and character study. 

The story hour is a link between Sun- 
day school sessions for the boys and 
girls of your church. The growing neg- 
lect on the part of parents to conduct 
family worship in the home means that 
many children have no religious instruc- 
tion except what is given in the brief 
class period of the Sunday school. The 
story hour can supplement and help to 
overcome the lack of religious educa- 
tion so prevalent today. 

Through the story hour many boys 
and girls will have an opportunity to 
come to the saving knowledge of Jesus, 
for child evangelism is a golden oppor- 
tunity for winning souls. Strong Chris- 
tian character will be built, and young 
lives will be changed. : 

The church with a real vision will 
recognize child evangelism as a God- 
given ministry and provide a place for 
it in the year-round activities of the 
church.

“Spasmodic, irregular and vacillating 
people are an easy prey to Satan’s at- 
tacks. The Sunday school as a vehicle 
of the church, can counteract Satan’s 
schemes. Through a program of syste- 
matic Bible teaching, the Sunday school 
proposes to edify, perfect, and unify,” 
states Paul Copeland, National Sunday 
School Director of the Assemblies of 
God. 

Regular attendance in Sunday school 
provides systematic Bible teaching for 
men and women, boys and girls, helping 
them develop into steady Christians. 
Individuals who seem to have no strong 
ties in the church often can be influenced 
to attend Sunday school regularly. One 
way regular Sunday school attendance 
is promoted in Assemblies of God 
churches is through the Loyalty Cam- 
paign. The Loyalty Campaign extends 
for seven Sundays following Easter— 
April 12 through May 24. 

To emphasize the importance of loy- 
alty to God and to His church is the 
purpose for the Loyalty Campaign. The 
principle of the campaign is to teach 
the essentials of loyalty. 

In each Sunday school quarterly for 
the second quarter is placed a card 
which the pupil may sign pledging his 
loyalty to the Sunday school for the 
seven-week period of the campaign. On 
Easter Sunday these pledge cards are 
handed in. The Loyalty Pledge is: 

First Sunday: I will prepare my les- 
son—April 12. 

Second Sunday: I will be on time— 
April 19. 

Third Sunday: I will bring my Bible 
—April 26 

Fourth Sunday: I will stay for church 
—May 3. 

Fifth Sunday: I will give liberally— 
May 10 

Sixth Sunday: I will attend regularly 
—May 17. 

Seventh Sunday: I will faithfully wit- 
ness—May 24. 

After Easter there is a slump in at- 
tendance in most Sunday schools. By 
having the Easter crowds sign the pledge 
cards, many good prospects are made 
regular Sunday school members. 

If you wish the Loyalty Campaign to 
be a success in your church—a time 
when the Sunday school will hold the 
unheld, make yourself an example by 
your faithful attendance. Most of all, 
make yourself a Christlike example dur- 
ing the Loyalty Campaign by welcom- 
ing back pupils who attend infrequent- 
ly and showing them the love of Christ.

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Do All Things Perfectly 

Everyone in Britain remembers the 
Thetis disaster in June, 1939, when 99 
men lost their lives in the submarine of 
that name in Liverpool Bay. Why did 
they die? Mr. Justice Wrothesley gave 
the answer in his judgment, delivered in 
the October of four years later. The dis- 
aster happened because the test cock of 
number five torpedo tube was blocked 
by paint. A reamer was attached to the 
test cock by a chain, its use being to 
keep the hole in the test cock clear, but 
it never occurred to anybody that the 
test cock might be out of order, and 
when the vessel was seen to be out of 
trim, and number five tube was opened, 
water rushed in, and the submarine 
dipped and went down by the head. 

The man who had painted the inside 
of the torpedo tube had done his work 
so carelessly that the hole in the test 
cock was blocked by paint. Nobody had 
noticed it, but that blocking turned a 
harmless thing into a dangerous one, 
and 99 lives were lost. Only a minute 
fault on somebody's part, only a tiny 
omission of duty, but what terrible con- 
sequences. Was ever a more admonitory 
story told?

Jewish Population Grows in Israel 

The Jewish population of Israel in 
1948, the year the State was created, was 
565,000. The Jewish population in Israel 
in 1952 was 1,300,000, more than dou- 
ble the number when the State was first 
formed. The Jewish population expect- 
ed by the end of 1953 is 1,800,000, more 
than treble the number of Jews in the 
land of Israel in 1948. 
World Population of Jews 

According to the current Jewish Year- 
book, there is a world Jewish population 
of 11,532,000. In the Americas, there are 
5,828,000; in Europe, including Soviet 
Russia and Turkey, there are 3,463,000; 
in Asia, 1,491,000; in Africa, 694,999; in 
the Antipodes, 56,000. 
Christian Rallies in Jerusalem 

The first series of united Youth for 
Christ rallies ever held in Jerusalem has 
been completed “with a very definite 
blessing of God,” according to Dr. My- 
ron Boyd and Orval Butcher. The meet- 
ings were held in the lecture hall of the 
YMCA. The team of Boyd and Butcher 
also report that there is a definite trend 
among the Jewish people toward the 
reading of the New Testament. ‘The de- 
mand for Testaments is so great that 
Bible societies are unable to meet the 
requests.—Christian Digest 
A-Bomb Now Called Model T

the H-bomb. The weapon that destroyed 
Hiroshima is now being referred to as 
the Model-T. 
Cancer by the Carton 

For three decades the medical con- 
troversy over the part played by smok- 
ing in the rise of bronchiogenic carcin- 
oma, better known as cancer of the lung, 
has largely been kept from public notice. 
More than 26 years ago the late Dr. 
James Ewing (distinguished pathologist 
and leading spirit in the organization of 
the American Association for Cancer 
Research, now the American Cancer So- 
ciety) pleaded for a public educational 
campaign. “One may hardly aim to 
eliminate the tobacco habit,” he wrote in 
his famous essay on cancer prevention, 
“But cancer propaganda should empha- 
size the danger signs that go with it.” 
What gives grave concern to some pub- 
lic health leaders is the fact that the in- 
crease in lung-cancer mortality shows a 
suspicious parallel to the enormous in- 
crease in cigarette consumption, now 
2500 cigarettes a year for every human 
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being in the United States. At the pres- 


ent time, cancer of the mouth and res- 
piratory tract kills 19,000 men and 5,000 


women annually in this country. 


Cost of Korean War 

The direct cost of the Korean war to 
the United States so far has been esti- 
mated by U.S. News and World Report 
at $15,000,000,000 (15 billion). The 
Federal budget has doubled since the 
year before Korea. :

Reds Purging Jews 

A shudder runs up and down our 
spine as we read of the new Soviet anti- 
Semitism. The anti-Jewish Prague trials, 
which lasted just six days, and in which 
eleven Jews were condemned and exe- 
cuted, indicated trouble for the 2,700,000 
Jews living behind the iron curtain. On 
January 13 the plague of Jew-hate broke 
out in Russia, and the Moscow radio 
announced that a group of “terrorist 
Jewish doctors” had been arrested in a 
tabulous plot to kill off top Russian po- 
litical and military leaders. This is som- 
ber news. No nation yet has persecuted 
the Jews and escaped the Divine wrath. 
In attempting to purge the Jews, Russia 
is inviting trouble, and the blow from 
the Almighty will fall as it did on the 
Nazis. We shuddered when we read the 
news because America is the only nation 
in the world today able to defeat Rus- 
sia, and God usually uses one nation to 
chastize another. The third world war 
may be just around the corner. We hope 
not. Incidentally, the Russian persecu- 
tion of the Jews is the perfect answer to 
all deceived Jew-haters in this country 
who for years have labeled Russian com- 
munism “Jewish communism.” 


“That old lady,” said a newly-con- 


verted man, pointing to an aged saint of 
God sitting in her pew, “did more to 
make me turn to God than any preach- 
ers sermon.
